REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Status of the Application 

Prior to the entry of this amendment, claims 80-100 were pending in this 
application. The Office Action required: (a) change of the status indicators for claims 1-79 from 
withdrawn to canceled; (b) a restriction under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372; and (c) rearrangement of 
the specification in accordance with 37 CFR 1.77(b). 

The present amendment amends the status indicators of claims 1-79, cancels 
claim 100 in accordance with the restriction requirement and rearranges the specification to 
provide for compliance with 37 CFR 1.77(b). Applicants expressly reserve the right to purse the 
subject matter of canceled claim 100 in a related patent application. Applicants are filing a 
substitute specification with this Amendment to provide for the required rearrangement of the 
specification. In accordance with 37 CFR 1.125, no new matter is contained in the substitute 
specification and Applicants have provided a clean and a marked-up version of the substitute 
specification. Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of this application as amended.
